Of course this is wasteful because it 
takes moisture to grow weeds. How- 
ever the great risk is that of running 
into wet weather in June so that it is 
dfficult to kill weeds and some will go 
to seed before they can be killed. 
Weed control is so important in mois- 
ture conservation that an early Spring 
stroke for Summer-fallow is essential. 
Dry weather is more likely to prevail 
in April and early May when weeds 
ar tender and easily destroyed. Late 
May and early June, when wet 
weather usually occurs, should see the 
first fallow stroke already done, This
